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CAN THE RED CROSS CARRY ON? 


Elsewhere there is published a state- 


ment from His Honor, Lieutenant-Gover- 


nor Egbert, on behalf of the drive that is 
now being made for funds with which to 
continue the work of the Red Cross in 
Alberta. It may come as a surprise to the 
public, certainly an unwelcome surprise, to 
learn that this organization is carrying on 
under serious difficulties, and that only a 
favorable response to the present appeal 
will make it possible to continue its opera- 
tions on the present scale in this province. 

Most Albertans are familiar in a gen- 
eral way with the objects of the Red Cross, 
and know something of what the organ- 
ization is doing in Alberta on behalf of 
those who bear the double affliction of 
needing medical and nursing care which 
they are not in*position to provide for 
themselves. It is obvious to any one fam- 
iliar with conditions that the need of such 
an organization is growing, not diminish- 
ing. It is equally clear that should ‘the 
Red Cross be obliged to cease, or to cur- 
tail its ministrations, some Other agency 
would have to be brought into existence 
to fill the place. 

It can only be supposed that, in a prov- 
ince where prosperity prevails so general- 
ly, the work of the Red Cross is hampered, 
and even threatened, in this way because 
the public have not been made sufficiently 
aware of the position of its finances. It is 
to be hoped, for the credit of Alberta, as 
well as for the sake of the work being 
done, that the present appeal will meet 
with a response both liberal and prompt. 


A QUESTION FOR THE TAXPAYERS. 


The city council is totake up this week 
the consideration of the offers which have 
been made by the Mid Utilities and 
by the Calgary Power Co., regarding the 
supply of electric current to Edmonton or 
to Edmonton users. If there is among the 
aldermen any measure of doubt as to how 
a matter of the kind should be dealt with, 
they may gain some useful advice by 
noting the course of recent events in Sas- 
katoon. 

The Government of Saskatchewan has 
decided to create a provincial system for 
the generation of electric energy and its 
distribution to or throughout the chief 
centres in the province. The Saskatoon 
council agreed to sell the city power plant 
to the Government, to be incorporated in 
the provincial scheme. Immediately there 
came an outburst of protest from the tax- 
payers, crystallizing into a demand that no 
civic utility be sold without their direct 
consent, expressed through a plebiscite 

The Saskatoon council apparently had 
Statutory authority for making a sale 
without such reference, to the Govern- 
ment, but not to any other party. But even 
the fact that there was statutory author- 
itv for the sale, and that the Government 
was the purchaser, did not reconcile Saska- 
toon taxpayers to the idea that the power

plant which they had built and owned 
should be disposed of without their 
consent 

The Edmonton council is not dealing 
with the Provincial Government. It is 


dealing with offers submitted by private 
corporations. It goes without Saying that 
if a city council, here are elsewhere put 
through a deal for disposing of a municipal 
power system to a company, without re- 
ference to the wishes of the axpayers, 
there would be a very much more vigorous 
and more general protest than if a sale 
were made in that way to the Government 
of the province in order to facilitate the 
creation of a provincial public-owned sys- 
tem. The council of Edmonton, it is to be 
supposed. would not for a moment consid- 
er attempting any transaction of that 
kind. 

But if the council of Edmonton has no 
mandate from the people to dispose of the 
electric light and power system, neither 
has it any mandate to refuse the people of 
the city an opportunity to get cheaper 
light and power. The present offers appear 
to offer cheaper light and power to Ead- 
monton users than they are now getting 
That being the case, council has no more 
right to reject the offers than it would 
have to accept one of them 

The course which council should follow, 
and the only course that is safe for a coun- 
cil to follow in such circumstances. js 
quite clear. The offers should be examined 
and discussed until it is found out what 
they really amount to. Then the question 
of accepting or rejecting them should bx

Question: K. L. writes: “I am very 
fond of a dish called ‘brose,’ which is 
prepared by pouring boiling milk or 
broth over oatmeal or other meal and 
stirring until {t resembles a sort of pud- 
ding.

there are no notable cases of mental 
disorder in the immediate family and

The heredity of insanity includes 
such direct applications as that an 
epileptic father or mother its likely to 
have an epileptic son or daughter; 
such indirect observations as that 
mental disorders develop more fre- 
quently in families with neurotic tend- 
encies of many sorts, and yet more 
| loosely that while crime is not heredi- 
| tary, the temptation of the criminal 
| life is greater to unstable and ab- 
normal nervous systems 

The type of mental disorder known 
as dementia proecox, or menta! de- 
cline in youth, introduces another fac- 
tor in the concept of heredity. ‘The 
{tainted individual develops normally 
up to a certain age, then stops, and 
retrogrades rapidly, and soon ts clearly 
out of the range of mental fitness 
That disorder presents a large heredi- 
tary factor in that it occurs in fam- 
ilies showing other evidences of neur- 
otic ability. But these evidences are 
rarely clear and may be wholly absent 

A father and a mother, both excep- 
tionally gifted, without mental peculi- 
arities, have three children. The 
| oldest, when apparently well situated 
in life, married and a father, becam® 
depressed and committed suicide; the 
middie child, a daughter, is happily 
married, able, normal, the mother of 
several normal children; the young- 
est, a brilliant but peculiar child, by 
the time he was 14 was a victim of 
this dread dementia of the young. 
Such defects usually appear before the 
marriageable age. Heredity is not a 
certaintv: nobody would have suspect- 
ed in this family that mental dis- 
order would claim its victims, 

The practical question whether 
young people should marry when the 
parent of one is hopelessly insane, has 
as its answer that the risk is a serious 
one. The mother of this young man, 
when she married, was considered 
normal and there was no reason to 
believe that childbirth would precipi- 
tate an attack of mental disorder 
This young man at 23 seems a nor- 
mal fine fellow. He may have escap- 
ed the unfortunate taint wholly and 
he may develop it later in Hfe. And 
if he doesn't he may still carry to his 
children the disposition favorable to 
the growth of menta) disorder. 

In marriage as in life, we are ever 
taking chances Heredity is a real 
| but not an absolute factor; wise train- 
ing can do much to offset nervous 
tendencies. We differ in our Mabili 
ties to nervous disorders; but to cal- 
| how serious is the risk that is run fs 
| culate or even estimate in a given case 
beyond our present knowledge.
